‘open the way.” He was one of the 
first to set out on that miraculous 
journey to the Rocky Mountains. 
Having resolved to trust in their 
God and themselves, quietly settin 
aside the politicians, Brigham an 
several of the Twelve left the Camp 
of Israel” for a few days, and returned 
to bid farewell to their beloved Nau- 
voo, and hold a parting service in the 
Temple. This was the last time Brig. 
ham Young ever saw that sacred 
monument of the Mormons’ devotion. 
The Piobeers had now been a month 
on Sugar Creek, and during the time 
had, of course, consumed a vast 
amount of the provisions, indeed nearly 
all; which had been gathered up for 
_their journey. Their condition, how- 
ever, was not without its compensa- 
tion, for it checked the movements ef 
the mob, among whom the opinion 
prevailed that the outfit of the pion- 
eers was £0 utterly insufficient that, in 
a short time, they would break in 
pieces and scatter. Moreover, it was 
. mid-winter. Up to the date of their 
starting from this first camping ground, 


' detachments continued to join them, 


erossing the Mississippi, from Nanvoo, 
om the ice; but before starting they 
addressed the following memorial : 
o His Excellency the Governor ef the 
92 Territory of Towa. 
Honored Sir : | 
be time is at hand in which several 
thousand free citizens of this great 
Republis are to be driven from their 
peaceful homes and firesides, their 
property and farms, and their dearest 
edustitutional rights, to wander in the 
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barren plains and sterile mountains of 
western wilds, and linger out their 
lives in wretched exile, far beyond the 
pale of professed civilization, or else be 
exterminated upon their own lands by 
the people and authorities of the State 
of Illinois. 

As life is sweet, we have chosen 
banishment rather than death; but, 
sir, the terms of our banishment are 
so rigid, that we have not sufficient 
time allotted us to make the necessa 
preparations to encounter the hard- 
* and difficulties of these dreary 
and uninhabited regions. We have 
not time allowed vs to dispose of our 
property, dwellings and farms, conse- 

uently many of us will have to leave 
them unsold, without the means of 
procuring the necessary provisions, 
clothing, teams, etc., to sustain us but 
a short distance beyond the settle- 
ments; hence our persecutors have 
placed us in very unpleasant circum- 
stances. 

To stay is death by fire and sword; 
to go into bauishment unprepared, is 
death by starvation. But yet, under 
these heart-rending circumstances, 
several hundred of us have started 
upon our dreary journey, and are now 
encamped in Lee County, Iowa, suffer- 
ing much from the intensity of the 
cold. Soms of us are already without 
food, and others have barely sufficient 
to last a few weeks: hundreds of others 
must shortly follow us in the same 
unhappy condition, therefore : 

We, the presiding authorities of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, as a committee iu behalf of 
several thonsand suffering exiles, 
humbly ask Your Excellency to shield 
and protect us in our constitutional 
rights, while we are passing through 
the Territory over which you have 
jurisdiction. And, should any of the 
exiles be ander the neceasity of stop- 
ping in this Territory for a time, 
either in settled or unsettled parts, 
for the purpose of raising crops, by 
renting farms or upon public lands, or 
to make the necessary preparations for 
their exile in any lawful way, we 
humbly petition Your Excellency to 
use an influence and power in our 


| behalf, and thus preserve thousands of 


American citizens, together with their 
wives and children, from intense suffer- 
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ings, starvation and death. And your 
petitioners will ever pray.” 

In the diary of the President isa 
wort of a valedictory, written before 
starting on their journey from Sugar 
Oreek, which concludes thus: Our 
„homes, gardens, orchards, farms, 
“streets, bridges, mills, public halls, 
„magnificent Temple and other public

„improvements, we leave as a monu-

PIOUS LIES. 


— 


The Rocky Mountain Christian 4d 
vocate is not famous for either its truly 
Obristian spirit or its veracity. It is 
particularly addicted to lying about 

‘Mormunism” and the ‘*‘ Mormons.” 
Pious lies, of course, these ‘‘Christian” 
Adwecate lies are, but none the less 
sweet scented for all that. Liars are 
not specially well commended in the 
Bible, but the Advocate does not 
mind that, as it does not go to the 
Bible for its peculiar ‘‘ Christianity.” 

Here aro a few specimen pious lies 
from this most Christian Advocate 

Lie 1.— The people did not come 
to the mountains to make homes, build 
churches aud serve God. A few came 
because they enjoy the climate and 
scenery. but nearly all came to make 
money. | 

Nine-tenths’ of the people in these 
valleyx, except those born here, came 
here nos to make money, but expressly 
to make homes, build churches and 
serve God. If their main purpose 
had been to make money or to enjoy 
beautiful scenery, they never would 
have one to Utah to live. This is all 
beyond truthful denial : 

Lie 2.— Utah is suffering terribly 
to-day trom lack of free schools, while 
throug!iont our great nation in the 
east and ov the Pacific Coast are the 
best of «chools, supported by the taxa- 
tion of property. Our children must 
grow up in ignorance, and our young 
men and youug women be subject to 
constant mortification. when their own 

orance is brought into contrast with 

o culture of young people who come 
into our Territory from abroad.“ 

It is well known that, considering 
the relative circumstances of the peo- 


ple, Utah will compare favorably with 
any of the surrounding Territories or 
States in matters of education and 
civilized culture. Any school district 
in Utah, if its people choose, can have 
free schools by taxing themselves for 
the same. Some districts have done 
so, and some have not. 

Lie 3.—“ Utah to-day in her busi- 
ness interests is suffering beyond all 
calcnlation from the insecurity to pro- 
perty, from the acknowledged fact 
that our jury system is a practical 
nullity and à farce, when Mormons 
are brought into litigation with Gen- 
tiles, giving the latter but little chance 
of justice.” 

Everybody knows the falsily of the 
above extract. Mormon” juries are 
noted for rendering fair verdicts when 
** Gentiles” are in litigation. Besides, 
the manipulation of the jury system 
in Utah is almost exclusively in- Gen- 
tile“ hands, although the Gentiles” 
are overwhelmingly in the minority of 
residents, and half the jurors, at least, 
are chosen by “Gentile” officials. 
The fact is, in the Utah courts a 
‘“*Gentile” bas a far greater chance 
of being leniently, or even justly, 
dealt with than a Mormon” has, as 
all the chief court officers are ‘‘ Gen- 
tiles,” and some of them are ve 
bitterly prejudiced against and exceed- 
ingly hostile and unjust towards 
Mormons.” 

It is a question how this Christian” 
lying is supported. The Advocate gives

With all this appropriation assis 
tauce, this ‘‘ Christian” lying appears

„ Olass meetings neglected, prayer 
meetings skeletons; all Church wor 
without life or power, what can follow 
but death ? 

„We must say, too, that ne harder 
field can be found on the Continent. 
The population is peculiar, active, 
earnest, indvystrious, intelligent, mo- 
ney-making, liberal, worldly and in- 
different. Preaching is admired as it 
is eloquent, short, and interesting, but 


crowd like a fleecy cloud over a snowy 
peak. Where is the power we read 
of, the power we have seen in other 
days here are our great revivals? 
Every true minister feels it, mourns 
over it, and some almost despair in the 
general dearth.” 

This is certainly not very encou- 
raging. The ‘ Christian” lies do not 
appear to be well received by those 
who have arrived at years of matu- 
rity— 

Nearly all our hearers, in many 
places, are adults. They are already 
fixed in habits of thought, and are not 
easily moved. 

“With all these reasons for our want 
of success, we continue work hope- 
fully. 

** What can we do? 

„% Look well to the children and 
vonth.“ 

How long may these efforts be ex- 
pected to coutinue? How long can 
these pious liars stand it? As long as 
the money comes in, according to the 
following— 

We will stand it, Doctor, so long 
as we have success, and make progress 
in our work for the Master, and the 
Church Extension and Missionary So- 
ciety stand by us. 

‘** Herein, again, we must plead the 
Church Extension cause, for with it. 
is our main hope.” 

Here is a rather disconsolate con- 
clusion— 

is there any more power in prayer, 
any hope of an outpouring of the 
Spirit ? | 

What can we do but to pray and 
not to faint 7” 

These Christian” Advocate people 
are not exactly the people to faint, 
whether they pray or not. As te 
outpouring of the spirit, they evi- 


k | dently need it of the right kind, but 


of the spirit of lying they already 
have an ample outpouring, as we have 
hereinshown. There is one thi 
they should do, besides praying 
not fainting, and that one thing is te 
try to tell the truth and not slander 
their neighbors, though they be Mor- 
mons.” These ‘‘ Christian” Advocate 
people should read Rev. xxi, 8. 27,

In the same paper there is a rather 
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remarkable admission by way of con- 
trast— 

‘*Mormon missionaries have pene- 
trated almost every land and isle of 
the sea on the globe. Like the earlier 
Mohammedans they have shown a zeal 
worthy of a better cause, it puts to 
shame many a Christian man and 
woman.” 

There are two things noteworthy in 
the above— 

First— The implication that the 
„% Mormons are not Christians, a 
thing which the Mormons,” how- 
ever, may congratulate themselves 
upon, at least that they are not such 
„Christians“ as do the tall lying and 


slandering found in the Advocate. 

Second—That the Advocate can see 
any good at all in Nazareth, that is, in 
the ‘‘ Mormons,” and particularly so 
much good as to put to shame many 
a Christian man and woman” of the 
type manifested by the Advocate, which

„The chimes of motberland, of 
England, green and old,” will ring 
out from fane and ivied tower the 
lad tidings of great joy,” and awaken 
in the hearts of millions delightful 
memories. From many a lofty spire 
in this, our own dear land, will also 
be sounding in melodious measure the 
jubilant strains that announce the 
irthday of the Prince of Peace. 

Sanrise is gradual. The effulgence 
of morning does not blaze forth at 
once upon the earth. First the dawn 
faintly trembles in the farthest east ; 
a silvery mist softly rises and mingles 
with the night; the horizon begins to 
smile; the east grows brighter; the 
clouds flame; the mountain tops shine; 
the sun looks out rejoicing, and the 
flood of glory streams over an exult- 
ing world. 

Such was the coming of him whose 
birth the angel Gabriel came down to 
tell, and for whose advent all the 
movements of the world were ad- 
justed—empires rose and fell, king. 
dows waxed and waned. The light 
of bis coming did nat. suddenly illu- 
mine the world. Twilight glimmered 
amid the darkness of the fall. From 
the eminence of their faith, and 
through the mist of centuries, did 
the prophets, priests and kings catch 
m glimpse of the distant light. Job 


had a foretaste of this coming glory, 
when he exclaimed, ‘‘I know that my 
Redeemer liveth.” Under the Jewish 
economy the temple, the altar, the 
Urim and the Thummin reflected the 
approaching light. The prophets en- 
joyed still brighter visions. Isaiab, 
impatient for the daylight. climbs the 
highest peak of the mountains, and 
there, as he stands and catches a 
glimpse of the coming splendor, bursts 
forth in exultation, ‘‘ Arise, shine, for 
thy light is come, and the glory of the 
Lord is risen before thee.”

This spirit 
obt ns amongst the partially educated, 
whose fortune it has been to attend 
the lectures of the ‘' physical philoso- 
phers,” the ‘‘great thinkers,” the 
leaders of the glorious march of 
the human intellect,” the golden 
cosmopolitan age, and so forth; and 
who have there imbibed a dilnted 
mixture of utilitarianism, atheism, 
and sundry other “‘isms.” Onur read 
ers surely know whom we mean? Like 
all other classes, they have their char. 
acteristics ; we speak of those people 
who go about with books under their 
arin, with knitted brows, and with

are safe! The notion of liberty and 
free-will, set afloat by Mill, wo think 
is especially dangerous. Liberty, witb 
us Englishmen, is a well-loved word, a 
word all-potent with the vulgar; and 
under it an insidious attack is directed 
against the Ohristian religion, as 
making the will of man subservient 
to that of God. We cannot help 
admiring the ingenuity of this attack ; 
and the idea that we should do as we 
please is very taking. But we submit

NOTWITHSTANDING the splendor of this great Temple, its dedication, its accept- 
ance, and its glory; notwithstanding that the Lord came to Solomon by night, 
and gave him those instructions and conditions by which to perpetuate his 
name ard services in the midst of Israel; notwithstanding God gave renown 
to Solomon, made the surrounding nations tributary to him, till his income in 
gold for one year was 660 talents (or over 33 millions, with purchasing power 
as before said) ; in spite of these blessings Israel continued to forget God, and 
lapsed into idolatry, till Shishah, King of Egypt, came against Jerusalem, and 
carried away the treasures of the house of the Lord, and the treasures of 
the King’s bouse also. Change succeeded change, as King succeeded King; 
the Prophets protested and preached ; the Levites abandoned the Temple ; 
the sacred vessels were given to Balaam, and the Lord, through Zachariah, 
said, ‘‘ Because ye have forsaken the Lord, he also bath forsaken you,” and 
his wrath was upon Judah and Jerusalem; he delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing ; they fell by the sword, and their sons, daughters, 
and wives, were taken into captivity for this.”

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There is evidently something about ‘‘a Temple,” which is not connected 
with a church or chapel; these have not been erected by revelation, all the 
Temples we know.anything about were. Again, most, if not all, of those who 
occupy, or worship in churches and chapels, say that the age of revelation is 
past ; and if it needs revelation to build a Temple, how may we expect those 
who.deny revelation to build one? and what possible interest can they have in 
the passage which says, ‘‘The Lord whom ye seek shall suddenly come to his 
Temple.” (Mal. iii, 1.) Do we know of any preparation for the building of a 
Temple where this can be fulfilled? The passage can hardly refer to the 
gathering of the Jews, or to the Temple at Jerusalem—that is now in ruins, 
and in the hands of their enemies ; besides, they are not as yet particularly 
seeking the Lord, if even their Temple was prepared. That they will be 
gathered, build a Temple, and see the Savior, and that in the coming Temple at 
Jerusalem, is true; but he will manifest himself prior to this in Zion, and in 
his Holy Temple these. It is curious to note that but one people seem te be 
preparing, as well as looking for this; many are anticipating the Second 
Advent, but with this one exception none are preparing. 

Who then are they? They are the Latter-day Saints. Now can it be 
possible that this people everywhere spoken against, have any part or lot. 
in this great matter? Whether or no, during all their history they have been 
engaged in, or trying to, build Temples, and the building of these Temples 
they emphatically assert were and are directed by revelation. Let us read 
their history and labors in this direction. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints was organized April 6, 
1830. On the 6th day of June, 1831, the Melchisedec Priesthood was first 
given. On the 2nd of August of the same year, the Land of Zion in Jackson 
County, Missouri, wag cousecrated and dedicated, and the following day the 
Temple site was specially dedicated. So far as we know, this was the first 
iedication noticed in any record received by the world since David, the King 
H Israel, brought the Ark into Jerusalem, one thousand and forty-two years. 
lefore Christ. Because of persecution, it was impossible at that time to build 

e Temple in Jackson County, the great Centre Stake of Zion; yet the Lord 
Pomised the Pruphet Joseph that it should be built in this generation, and 
acloud should rest upon it, which cloud shall be even the glory of the Lord 
Wich shall fill the house.” For dimensions, plan, etc., of this Temple, see 
levelation, Star Vol. 14, page 437. 

The next revelations in regard to Temple building were given in June 1833, 
fir Kirtland, Ohiv (one of the Stakes of Zion). In acoordance with this reve- 
ition, the corner stones were laid in July of the same year—the building was 
empleted and dedicated to the Lord, March 27, 1836, and this in the midst 
© poverty, travel, persecution, and few Saints, at an expense of near 50,000 
Gllars, Joseph the Prophet, with now President Brigham Young and other 
fithful Elders working in the stone quarry and on the building, in obedience 
ithe commandment, and in anticipation of the blessings to be cenferred in 
sch a house, nor was their integrity and faith betrayed, for the most glorious 
minifestations testified to the acceptance of this, the labor of their hands. 
Te spirit of revelation and prophecy was poured upon the people ; many had 
viions ; angels ministered unto many; the gift of tongues was enjoyed in 
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abundance ; to Joseph Smith and others the Savior was manifested in open 
vision, and so for many days the Saints rejoiced before the Lord; endowments, 
ordinations: and ordinances were the order of the day, and n this house 
went the Twelve Apostles preaching everywhere the great things of the king - 
dom of God. See History of Joseph, Star Vol. 15. 

The next ground broke for the House of the Lord” was in Far West, July 
3, 1837, and its corner stones were laid ou the 4th of July, 1838, agreeable to a. 
revelation given April 26th preceding. There was but little done in building 
after this, for the devil began to rage with fury poured out, and one storm of 
strife and persecution was followed by another, until the Saints were com- 
pelled, under sufferings indescribable, and robbery the most reckless and un- 
righteous, to finally evacuate the counties of Missouri, and, fleeced of every- 
thing, seek an asylum in the State of Illinois. Massacre and blood was the 
best that could be offered the Saints by the infuriated mob on the * 
battle fields of Missouri. 

Again the people began to enjoy a day of peace, and with a better apprecia- 
tion of the importance of Temple building, they, with undaunted hearts and 
willing hands, once more tried their work. Agreeable to a revelation given 
January 19, 1841, the corner stones of the Nauvoo Temple were laid April 6th of 
that year. With the increased revelation vouchsafed to the Prophet and 
Church, this Temple differed from those which had preceded it. The Church 
was now more fully organized, baptism for the dead had been revealed, thus 
making apparent the necessity fur a font, and the work went bravely on. The 
more decided this became, the more ominous and close became the mutterings. 
of the enemy. Effort after effort was made to capture the Prophet, and 2 5 
and hell began to move against the doomed, yet sacred city of Nauvoo. on 
Nov. 8th, 1841, the baptismal font was dedicated, and ordinances administered. | 
Lawsuit after lawsuit had been and was forced upon the people and Prophe \ 
and the imperative necessity of preaching the Gospel seemed to draw awa 
quite an amount of the available strength of Israel. The spirit of war an 
blood began to show itself more openly and yet more daringly ; requisition w 
made for the Prophet by the Governor of Missouri; this for a time was legally. 
frustrated, until finally, for so-called local offences, under the pledged honor 0 
the State, Joseph surrendered, and speedily he, in connection with his brothe 
Hy rum, found a martyr’s grave. 

The shock fell upon the people like lightning, but it was but a momentary} 
triumph to the enemy, and on the return of the Twelve, the Temple proceedec 
unfalteringly to its completion, although its workmen had to labor as on th 
Kirtland Temple, with their weapons of defense at hand. Its massive pro 
portions began to loom up like a beacon to the nations, to the astonishmen 
of both friend and fue ; however, the thiret for plunder, blood, and death, wa 
not yet satiated, and it soon became evident that anuther move was on th 
tapis which far excelled all the movements of the past. The Temple wa 
partially dedicated on the 30th Nov., 1845. In the following February th 
people, mid howling winds and wintry weather, began that marvelous exods 
which sought for life and safety amid the fastnesses of the Rocky Mountain. 
After the lapse of afew more weeks of terrible suffering, anxiety, and labe, 
by those who were unprepared to leave, the Temple of Nauvoo was finally coi 
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pleted and dedicated April 30th and May 31, 1846. It stood but awhile in its 
primitive purity and glory, the fleeing Saints had fulfilled the command ment; 
God had accepted their offering and sacrifice, by conferring blessings so far as 
needed; hell relentless said the time was come; so with lingering look on this 
labor of love, on their homes and their farms, the last faithfal Saint had fled. 

Thus the future of the city was subject to the enemy, and on the 19th of Nov. 

1848, the torch of the incendiary threw the desecrated Temple to the ground. 

With the terrible ordeal of travel, arrival in Salt Lake Valley, and the 
gallant struggle for life and foothold in these sterile regions, the world is 
familiar ; yet in seven years from the day when President Brigham Young 
left Nauvoo, again we see the ground broke and consecrated for a Temple on 
the 14th Feb. 1853, the plan of which was as far ahead of the glory of Nauvoo, 
as that was of the first Temple in Kirtland, Ohio. The corner stones for this 
Temple in Salt Lake City were laid with much ceremony, order, and eclat, on 
the 6th April 1853; but the quality and magnitude of architecture, many a 
time since then, has demonstrated the truth of President Young’s prediction 
made at the laying of the foundation—“ The railroad must be completed before 
we can do much toward this ;” but the railroad has been built in the desert, 
and now the towering walls and diligence of the Saints both prophecy a speedy 
completion of the work so long, yet so happily begun. 

On the 9th Nov. 1871, ground was dedicated and broke in St. George, 
Southern Utah, fora Temple, which is now rapidly approaching completion, 
and which it is expected will be dedicated and used for the April Conference 
1877, being then over 30 years since the last built Temple was dedicated and 
used. There is a startling significance in regard to all these structures. Two 
more in Utah Territory will be commenced this year, (one in Sanpete, and one 
in Cache County,) and as the Saints spread upon the face of the land, conse- 
crating and dedicating it to the kingdom of God, se will the erecting of Temples 
keep pace with the people; thousands and millions will enter therein to 
receive their washings, anointings, and blessings ; the sealing powers will there 
be exercised for us and ours, by that authority and Priesthood which “‘ binds 
on earth, and it is bound in heaven ;” continued baptisms for the dead will 
gathen up the broken and scattered links of that great chain which leads back 
to the Adamic age, and so during the Millennium shall thousands become 
** pillars in these houses of our God, to go out no more for ever,” for in his 
Temple they shall serve him day and night ;” and the Almighty will so order 
events that the great Temple in the Centre Stake of Zion, in Jackson County, 
Missouri, shall stand in its glory and receive its King. Is it not then of 
interest to us Latter-day Saints that we become quickened in our spirits, and 
that we be liberal of our means, that we may have access to the Holy Places, 
and there use our privileges for the living and the dead?” Let Babylon 
satisfy berself with ber iguorance and perish in ber sins, but as for me and 
my house, let us serve the Lord.“ H. W. N.

St. George, Jan. 2, 1877.—The basement and lower story of the Temple were 
dedicated yesterday at 1 p.m. Elder Wilford Woodruff offered up the dedica- 
tory prayer of the font room and basement, Elder Erastus Snow of first main 
room, and Elder Brigham Young, jun., of the sealing rooms. President B. 
Young spoke about twenty-five minutes with great power and effect, Twelve 
hundred and thirty persons were present, among them most of the Bishops 
and presidfng Elders from the neighboring settlements. | | 

OF CoORRESPONDENCE.—Bishop J. Rowberry writes from Bir- 
mingham, under date of January 24th :—‘‘ Since writing you last I have done 
a great deal of traveling, first, in company with brother George Atkin, visiting 
Wolverhampton, where we held two meetings, and called npon Mr. Walsh, 
who said he had the pleasure of an interview with you in Liverpool.

“ We arrived here yesterday, all 
in good health and spirits, held meet- 
ing in Brother Ballinger’s Camp in the 
afternoon, and here in the evening, 
The spirit of God was with us, and we 
had a time of rejoicing. The people 
here are in the enjoyment of good 
health and feel very well. There are 
about eight families in Ballinger’s 
‘Camp, about twenty here, and abont 
sixteen in each of the other cam 
above here. The people H es y 
encouraged, as they have raised some 
little grain, at least enough to prove 
that the soil will produce. There is 
an abundance of water in the river. 
Their cows and other stock are lookin 
well, aud the people are healthy an 
fat, and really seem to enjoy themselves. 
‘The roads also to this place have 
greatly improved, as the loose dust, 
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and in many places the sand, have 
packed and become quite hard. 

They have got their steam saw 
mill in full blast, and are turning 
out an excellent quality of lumber, 
which has already added much to the 
comfort and appearance of the camps. 
There is every reason to be encouraged, 
and I am satified that, through the 
blessing of God, the people will be 
able to make good, comfortable, and 
even desirable homes on this river. 
There are some of the Navajoes who 
talk of coming to locate with the 
brethren at this place.” 

The party expected to visit the other 
Little Colorado Camps the day after 
date of writing, and then leave for 
Tampe, Maricopa County, Arizona, 
where they will probably spend moat 
of the winter preaching the Gospel to 
the Lamanites in that region.—

A Fixx Anrmmat.-—The heifer from the short-horn herd of Hon. William 
Jennings that bas attracted so much attention during the last few days, was a 
somewhat remarkable animal aside from the fact that she was the fattest heifer 
ever slaughtered in Utah. She was calved June 29th, 1872, and was given no 
greater care than other thoroughbreds of the herd. Up to March of this year, 
ashe was kept in moderate condition, when it was ascertained that she would not 
breed, and Mr. Jennings concluded to fatten her for the shambles. In that 
month he commenced feeding her with barley meal. She fattened so freely 
that it was feared she would suffer from the heat of summer, hence in June her 
meal was stopped and not resumed until September, when she was fed on corn 
meal and barley meal, alternating them weekly, up to December 14th, the date 
of her leaving the farm. She was also given four pounds of oil cake daily. 
‘Thus it will be seen that she was stall fed only seven months, her remarkable 
accumulation of fat being acquired in that time. It would have been interest- 
ing to know her actual gross weight, which, however, was not accurately ascer- 
tained. It was probably between 2,300 and 2,400 pounds. Her net weight 
was 1,338 pounds; rough tallow, 230 pounds; weight of hide, 80 pounds, in- 
stead of 147, as erroneously stated heretofore. The heifer was a thoroughbred 
Durham, and had she not proven barren would have been a most valuable ani- 
mal, being perfect in shape and large. 


Maron Herrick Restens.—It is said of officeholders, that but few die and 
none resign, but Hon. Lester Herrick, Mayor of Ogden, is an exception. Mr. 
Hetrick has resigned his office—his expressed reason being a desire to retire 
from public service. The gentleman has been mayor of en for six years, 
and has been a member of the Council seventeen years.
